miser Marietta and four transports c-ar- 
yiug two battalions of the Fortieth, two 
.latteries, of artillery, one. troop of cav- 
alry and- one company of engineers. Wo 
anded at different points. Our second 
al-talion landed under a heavy fire, while 
Jie first and third battalions 
ip the river, Jrom where we proceeded to 
•his place, which is a walled city, and tho 
ti.-nrgi-nU retreated. Why I 
do not 


<now, as they c.nild have given us o 
varm reception, and we certainly ex 
leclc-d it, knowing -that this city was 


ailed. It was Washington's birthday, 


but we were too tired after marching a11 


lay to celebrate.

We poured vol 
ley after volley into them and kept ad- 
vancing, slow but sure. For three hours 
the baulo lasted, and the way those Mau- 
ser and Kemingtoii bullets sang reminded 
me of dander's string 'orchestra, onlj 
they had a more business-like tune abou 
them. 
Then came the serio-comic par 


to tho scene- The insurgents rolled out i 
couple of old Napoleon cannon am 
trained MIWI. There was a terrific boom 
and swish-sh-sh, nnd what seemed a toi 
of tin cans, slugs, stones, old bolls, t'tc 
landed in our midst. The comic part o 
that was the idea of their expecting to 
see us fall by the hundreds, and tho 
stylo of nimiHiiiition they used.

do'n't know much about artillery, and 
th'c little they have consists of-the oldest 
kind of pieties, and the loud is spent 
before it reaches onr lir:C. We got them 
on the run and they retreated to Paao

>a'ttlb" on' our return trip, which lasted 
ibput.four houri The niggers arc under 
he command of the Chinese general, 
Po-im, and-Col. Knar, and they make 
hin^s 'verv hot-for us at tiir.es, but I 
hink.-fhat'we have thcnvbro-kon up now. 
\'e have'-no • telegraphic communioation 
lore, us they cut tire wires.as fast as 
they 'are -strung. The insui-rectos dese- 
ratc any American soldier's grave they

One of our boy's -was killed and 


ive -had1 to bury him, as1 we were far from 
xny place -where our'troops were. We 
buried him in an old' churchyard, and 
ater on, after ridding' that part of the 
country of the insurrectos, thirty men 
wore sent out to "bring in the remains. 
When -they arrived there they found the 
grave opened, the remains taken out and 


timed at a'stake. Tlrey cut out the 
heart, roasted it, and set rt up in the 
rave, sticking on an arrow. They left 
tho pigs, which run around all over the 
ountry like rats at home, to cat what 
was left of him, and all that was left 
was his spinal column, a few iiiig'er bones 
and a piece of the skull. 
Such is the 


war Aguiualdo leads. So far I'm still 
untouched by the bullets, and think wo 
arc about done fighting. When my com- 
pany arrived here CoL borst, who came 
with us, led us up to Gen. Bell's head- 
quarters and told the general that this

ing ragged (ami we certainly were), did

HOW ELECTRICITY KILLS. 


Experiment! on In Aetlo« •» th« Heart 


JLanet. and Xftrv**. 


New York Tribune: 
Although with 


the increasing use of electricity for pow- 
er, lighting and chemical purposes the 
world sees increased precaution against 
accident, there are occasional exceptions 
to the general rule of safety, and 
the 


question how a powerful electric current 
acts on a human being is therefore a 
matter of vital interest. 


Dr. E. H. Cunningham, who has given 


this subject a good deal of study within 
the last five years recounts experiments 
which he has made on some of the lower 
animals. These tests lead him to believe 
that the first and most immediate effect 
of a powerful shock is to interrupt the 
heart beat. It 'does so by impairing the 
automatic tendency of the muscles to 
contract rhythmically and in 
unison. 


An effect known to physiologists as "fi- 
brillation1" is produced. That is to say, 
Ihe separate fibres of muscle that, should 
act together fail to harmonize, and thus 
neutralize one another. 
One reeult of 


this cfftasi-parnlysis is that the cells at 
the chief nervous centers, where sense 
and will reside, lose the nourishment 
which the blood supplies and ou which 
they rely for life. 
Thus robbed,'they 


rapidly die. 
Furthermore, tho electric 


current often cheeks respiration. If the 
volume is small and the potentinl (or 
electric pressure) light, this effect is only 
faintly observed. But stronger curcnts, 
especially if prolonged, interrupt breath- 
ing more positively, and thus lead to 
asphyxia. 
Convulsions arc frequently 


tin attendant symptom. 


The revival of an animal that had 


seemingly been killed was effected by 
Dr. Cunningham in tho following man- 
ner: 
He aimed.to restore the activity 


o£ the heartby two agencies: he injected 
'into the arteries what is called "dcfibri- 
iiuted" blood, and at the same lime gent- 
ly stimulated the organ with electricity. 
So much laboratory preparation would 
be, reouircd to repeat this procedure in 
the case of a man that it would hardly 
ho employed effect! \-cly in cases of pure 
accident, unless the. necessary 
means 


were close at hand, in consequence of 1111 
usual 
forethought.

is 
doubtfu' 


whether a central light or power station 
will ever be equipped with these facili- 
ties for restoring injured men, and it 
would probably take too long to.carry 
one who had received :m apparently fn, 
lixl dose of electricity to the nearest doe- 
tor.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 21—The 


Kentucky governoship case was decided 
to-day by the United States Supreme 
court in the interests.of Beckham, affirm- 
ing the decision of the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals.

Justice Fuller, Justices Brewer, Harl.in, 
Brown and McKcnna dissenting. 
The 


case is dismissed for want of jurisdic- 
tion. The court held that determination 
of cases of this character, contests for. 
state offices, must necessarily be settled 
by the political'branch of the govern- 
ment.

The' official-report concerning the sale oi 
liquor at Manila" sent" to'the senate in[ { 
answer to a resolution introduced byV 
Senator Pettigrew last Novemljcr com- 
pletely confirms thi- statements made in 
these dispatches from, time to. time on 
that subject and contradicts the sensa- 
tional declarations of ex-Chaplain Well* 
and the prohibition newspapers, which 
have reveled in 
scandals about th« 


drunkenness of the soldiers. This offi- 
cial report was prepared by Col. E. B. 
Williston, colonel of the 
(ilh. United. 


States artilicry,"who-Is- acting as pro- 
vost marshal-general, and says that the 
population ot Manila is not less than 
400.000 and is estimated by some to be 
000,000. 


"The number of places where liquor 


is sold," he- says,' "is-very small, com- 
pared with the number of people residing 
inside.of the, municipal limits. Since the 
adoption of the license system the char- 
acter of the saloons has been very muclr 
improved, and thcy"are as orderly and 
respectable as' such" places can be. The 
number has been' diminished and great 
care is taken in issuing new licenses. 
The city is divided into two districts. 
In the first district 
licenses 
for six 


months are granted upon .such represen- 
tations as are usually required in _tho. 
cities of the United States, and after an 
investigation by:a police inspector, upon 
the payment of $000 in.Mexican silver 
for the .sale of liquors, wine and beer, 
and $100 for the sale of beer and light 
wines alone. In the 
second 
district, 


which includes the more thinly settled 
portions, of the city, the fees are $100 
and $50, respectively, in Mexican silver. 
The sale of native drinks is absolutely 
forbidden; it is forbidden to sell to in- 
toxicated persons; saloons are required, 
to close at o:30 o'clock in the evening 
and all day Sunday." In. addition to 
these saloons there are native shopa 
where nothing but wine is sold, and the 
report says that they "are always very 
orderly and the trouble experienced with 
them is their violation of the order pro- 
hibiting the sale of wines to. soldiers.". . 


- Col. Williston reports that when lie be- 
came provost-marshal on ..May 17,; 1S9», 
there were 207 saloons licensed to''eell 
wine, liquor and beer", 1 to sell wine and 
beer and 0 to sell beer alone, 017 wine 
shops, 1 brewery and 13 distilleries. 


At present-there arc 15 distilleries, 1 


brewery, 77 wholesale dealers, 15S sa- 
loons and 540 native wine shops. Col. 
Williston says that.there are no records 
"to show the number or character of the 
saloons in Manila duriug the Spanish oc- 
cupation. From the number of licenses 
the various distillers of native 
wine 


claim to have, held during the Spanish, 
rule, the number of native wine shops 
may be placed at not less than 3,000. I

For the cleaning of linoleum and 
all waxed floors cloths also stale milk is 
a capital agent, polishing the surface at 
the same time it cleanses it.

The want of n cover has caused a piece 
of meat to grow white and dry on tlu 
outside, even if no worse; and because 
the lids were left open the contents of 
bottles and jars were rendered compara- 
tively worthless.

Hie senatorial system in repair. Twelve 
pounds of soda mint tablets were pur- 
chased for the alleviation of "that dark 
brown taste" and the extravagant sum 
of eighty cents'was exchanged for tab- 
ulcs for indigestion. 


To each senator there' are four em 


ployes. in various capacities. The small 
er body of congress has come to cost 
Uncle Sam twice as much per member 
per annum, as the house. Almost 'all o 
the sixty messengers receive 51,440 a 
year each, whereas the old blind chap 
lain is considered to be wgrth only $900

ENOUGH MEN IN 
PHILIPPINES. 


C«ncr«l Schwau Snj-s Thut Inland* Vflll 


Soon He Pacified. 


SAX FRANCISCO, Cal.,' May 17.— 


Brigadier-General Theodore Sclnvan, who 
has been General Otis' chief of staff in 
the Philippines for nearly a year, has 
arrived here from Manila in the trans- 
port Thomas. 
He will remain in San 


Francisco for a abort "time, awaiting or- 
ders from Washington assigning him to 
duty elsewhere. 
Concerning ihe situa- 


tion in the Philippines, General Schwun 
is hopeful that it will 
not be many 


months before affairs will have naturally 
adjusted themselves to 
the 
American 


control, and the robber gangs will have 
been stamped out. 


The robber 
bands," 
snid 
General 


Schwan, "are incited 
by native politi- 


cians, who impose upon the credulity of 
the common heard. 
No people arc ' so 


credulous as the lower class of the Fili- 
pinos. These leaders have been inditing 
the ex-soldiers to continue on the war- 
path. assuring them that an American 
election was soon coming, and MeKiulcy 
would bo defeated, and the Americans 
withdrawn from the Philippines. 


"Then: are about 
sixty 
thousand 


troops in the Philippines 
now. 
That 


number is ample for the situation. 
The 


islands are .well covered with American 
troops, carefully distributed to' all the 
stra^etic points and each garrison rwpon- 
sible for its own sphere of action. Many 
of the roltber bands are armed, principal- 
ly with eon-edged bolos, the native wea- 
p"on. They pillage s^iall towns and fre- 
quently cut the. throats of natives who 
have been friendly to 
Americans. By 


degrees, however, the distributed garri- 
sons are gaining the confidence 
of the 


townspeople, where they are stationed. 
hnd already have succeeded in some cases 
in getting 'native Kelp to guide them to 
the robbers.' 


"ifter the wet season and after the 


'national elections in this country, the

NOTES'ON MUSKMELONS. 


Their Cirttur* Very Popnlnr-A Som- 


ber of Fr»«l» F»ct» Abont Them. 
Professor F. William nane of New 


Hampshire, who has carried on consid- 
erable experimental work with musk- 
melons at the state station, says in a 
recent report that next to the straw- 
berry there has been no garden crop In 
which the public has shown more in- 
terest. Among other valuable points 
from his experience Professor Rano 
notes tlie following: 


Among the interesting things found 


out in studying the imiskmelon is that, 
while we have considered this fruit to 
be mcmoscious, generally speaking, I 
find It is perfect. Out of f>3 varieties 
examined the pistillate, or female blos- 
soms, contained stamens and pollen in 
83. The remaining ten to all appear- 
ances were monoecious. 


! 
Upon consultation of the literature 


upon the subject as far as I was able 
to go the fact is not recognised. Gray's 
"Manual of Botany" says. "The flow- 
ers are dioecious or moncecjous." 


Planting and 
transplanting were 


made out of doors on June 3, the hills 
being similarly prepared. 
Tlio trans- 


planted plants were obtained by start- 
ing the seed In thumb pots and then 
transplanting into a four inch pot, from 
these hardening off in a cold frame, 
tbec transplanting. The transplanted 
hills were earlier and up to Sept. 0 
were in advance from point of -yield.

Beardless bromc grass seed is larger 


than any of'the common agricultural 
grass seeds. It is flat, with a ratber 
broad, thin grain, and dark brown in 
color. The seeds average about three- 
eighths of an Inch long by tbroe-tblrty- 


subsoil plow or a- spade. 
Two rods 


square, well prepared, will be of more 
service thai) mere Improperly prepared. 
The soil must be. in -perfect tilth, well 
pulverised by repeated disking and 
han'ou-lng and as free from weed seeds 
as practicable. Soil that runs together 
and packs with' rain Is not suitable. 
Throughout the 'growth of the beet 
the soil must be purirjpaulc to the air, 
and this should be in mind In selecting 
it. The soil must not bo handled when 
loo wet or too dry. 
it should have 


been under cultivation at' least two 
yours and must have uo stable manure 
applU-'iI'thlsspi-iug.
